Potted bulbs are just about the easiest 

house plants there are to grow, and 
they’re pretty, too. With a little fore- 
thought and almost no effort you can have 
a glorious bloom of flowers all winter 
long. 
Narcissus ahd. Hyacinths are usually 
the best bloomers and the easiest to grow.

Don’t Plant Trees Too Deeply 


We receive a lot of letters asking us 
about ailing trees...Most of them start 
like this: ‘‘This tree didn’t seem to have 
anything wrong with it when we received 
it but ever since it was planted it seems 
to be getting sicker and sicker, etc., etc.” 

Well, nine times out of ten, the trouble 
is that the tree has been planted too 
deeply.. This is a very common planting 
fault and it kills many trees annually. 
Lots of folks figure that if they plant a 
tree deep in the ground, they will give the 
tree more support against the wind. But, 
by doing so, they plant the tree so deep 
they suffocate the roots. Roots must have 
oxygen and if they are buried too deeply 
in the ground, the tree, over a period of 
years, suffocates. 

A tree should be planted the same 
depth it was planted in the nursery field. 
You can almost always determine this 
depth by finding-the little ring of discolor- 
ation that developed at the ground line. 
Then, after planting the tree at the proper 
depth, support can be provided when and 
if needed. 

Another thing that sometimes bothers 
an older tree is that it gets sod-bound. So 
much grass has grown under the tree it 
doesn’t get the proper amount of mois- 
ture and plant foods. Best remedy is to 
dig up the grass, roots and all, and feed 
and water the tree. Remove the sod as 
far out as the limbs extend and water all 
the way out, giving the ground a good 
soaking.

Simple Formula for Fall Planting

successful fall planting. They are ‘“‘mulch’’ and ‘‘mound.” 

You do both to protect the newly-planted plants from frost 
heaving. 

You mulch the perennial flowers and strawberries. But 
since they have fleshy crowns, don’t mulch until after the 
ground freezes. 

You mound dirt over or around trees, bramble fruits and 
shrubs, and remove it gently the following spring. 

About pruning. Yes, you can prune established trees and 
shrubs in the fall. But don’t prune the things you are setting 
out this fall—prune those next spring before growth starts. 


Evergreens Need Water All Winter 


Please see that your evergreens go into the winter with a 
good supply of water down in the ground around their roots. 
Unlike the plants that go dormant, evergreens stay awake all 
winter, and need more water. 

After the top crust of soil has frozen, not much moisture 
finds its way from the ground surface down to the roots. So 
give your evergreens a good, big drink this fall before the 
ground freezes.
